The house at 24 Main St.

at Caesar's, the former restaurant at 314 
Silver St., and the rest may be coming 
down soon. 

In a letter to the City Council dated Aug. 
8, Mayor Richard Cohen said the owner of 
Caesar's, Joe Baldarelli, has been given an ulti- 
matum to raze the abandoned structure. The 
deadline to present a plan for demolition was 
originally set at Friday, Aug. 11, but Cohen said 
Monday that it has been extended to this week. 

The mayor said Baldarelli has agreed to 
take down the building, and is getting quotes 
from demolition companies. 

“Weve been trying to get the property tak- 
en care of since 2001, said Cohen. “He's been 
very cooperative in the past month’ 

If the owner does not demolish the proper- 
ty himself, the town will do it, Cohen said. But 
that would mean having the Board of Health 
declare it a public nuisance, issuing fines, 
taking him to Housing Court, inspecting the 
property, going out to bid for demolition ser- 
vices and then placing a lien on the property 
to recoup the cost. 

“Tt is such an involved process, the mayor 
said. “You can't just order them. We can't go 
on the property without a court order.

Mesa Verde and prime beef 


he Four Corners area of the West 
served as a base for one of the Elder 
Hostel programs (now called Road 
Scholar) that we participated 
in. The city was Farmington, 
N.M., and it took place on the 
campus of Farmington Commu- 
nity College. 

Much of the programming 
took place in the field at several 
ancient “pueblos. The pueblos 
were constructed by a people 
known as the Anasazi. They were 
not a warrior group, but had sci- 
entists, engineers, astronomers 
and other skilled people who 
built communities out of stone, mortar and 
wood. They practiced careful farming, built 
irrigation systems, and apparently thrived 
for a few hundred years (approximately 
A.D. 1200 to 1400) in the Southwest. 

Suddenly they all disappeared. It has 
been a major mystery why and where they 
went away. It was not war or disease. Some 
experts think it was a terrible dry spell. It 
made for a good Elder Hostel program. 

The lectures included visits to farms, 
homes and craft centers of the Navajo, 
Hopi and other Native American tribes- 
people. We did return with some prized 
hand-woven rugs, and wall hangings that 
we are quite proud of as a great remem- 
brance. 

I have to digress and recite a story that 
one of our native instructors told us. The 
program was in October and she had tak- 
en her son to Toys “R” Us “to get an idea of 
what he might want for the holidays.’ Her 
son kept returning to the displays of bows 
and arrows. Finally, he said, “Mom, I would 
like a set of bows and arrows just like the 
Indians use a lot.’ Our instructor, his mom, 
answered, “Son, you are an Indian’ 

The dinners offered up were not as ex- 
citing as learning about the Anasazi. We 
were offered stews, creamed chicken, pot- 
ted pork, assorted cheese and vegetables. 
After four days, I asked Kitty if she might 
like to take me out for my birthday, which

was coming up. One of the instructors had 
suggested that we drive a few miles over the 
border into Colorado. There was the city of 
Durango, well known for beef 
cattle and surrounding restau- 
rants. Kitty agreed and we took 
off to celebrate my birthday. 

It snowed a little bit on the 
way over the pass into Colora- 
do and then cleared up as we 
entered Durango. There was 
a police cruiser parked near a 
traffic light as we were park- 
ing. We walked over and were 
greeted with, “Youre with the 
college crowd at the Communi- 
ty College, aren't you? I didn't know that it 
showed, but OK. “Yes, we are looking for a 
great steak, I said. 

The officer in the patrol car said, “Look 
to your left. There is a sign that says Steak- 
house. They do have superb steaks. When 
you go in, ask for Sheila and tell her Drew 
asked you to come in.’ 

We figured, “Why not!” 

Sheila came over and we mentioned 
Drew. Sheila seated us and said, “Let me 
order for you. It had never happened be- 
fore, but we agreed. Sheila pointed to Kitty 
and said, “I’m ordering an eight-ounce fil- 
let with garlic potatoes and baked veggies 
along with a tall Coors Light beer for you. 
And you, pointing at me, “I'll get you a 10 
ounce sirloin, rare, baked potato and salad, 
with a regular Coors.’ 

The meal came and was as good as ad- 
vertised. Drew came in and had a coffee 
with us. The evening was a giant success. 
We drove back to Farmington later and 
again hit snow on the pass. 

Two days later, the Four Corners pro- 
gram was over and we were heading north 
toward Mesa Verde. That’s a story for the 
next edition.

fight against eyesore buildings. 

“This house coming down is just the 
continuation of my administration work- 
ing with developers to continue the clean- 
up of blight properties, Cohen said. “This 
is the gateway to our community. 

Colvest now owns a substantial por- 
tion of that gateway, with three contigu- 
ous properties on the Agawam side of the 
Morgan-Sullivan Bridge. First the compa- 
ny bought the former Getty gas station at 
Main and Suffield streets, a property of 
half an acre. Next, in early 2016, the ad- 
jacent 0.75-acre Agawam Motel property. 
The half-acre 24 Main St. lot also borders 
both properties. 

All three sites have been razed, but 
none has been redeveloped yet. As the 
neighborhood gets ready for three years 
of traffic disruptions during bridge re- 
construction, the Colvest properties may 
face the greatest impact. Plans call for the 
currently vacant lots, just footsteps away 
from the bridge itself, to be used as a stag-

ing area for construction equipment. 

Cohen and Colaccino insisted that 
finding a use for the property wont stop 
during the next three years. 

“Weve had several meetings, Colvest, 
my administration and MassDOT, to 
make sure what they do doesn't interfere 
with the potential development of that 
site, Cohen said. 

He added that state Sen. Donald Hu- 
mason, state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga and 
Mike Knapik, who leads Gov. Charlie Bak- 
ers Western Massachusetts office, have 
also participated in those discussions. 

Colaccino said he hopes the bridge 
project will only make his properties 
more attractive to businesses. He said the 
town is trying to have the state, as part of 
the project, move unsightly utility poles to 
the north side of Main Street, on a town- 
owned vacant lot between the street and 
the river. 

He also said there are no pollution 
concerns with the Main Street house par- 
cels.

Among the permanent easements 
on Springfield Street, three are for Gary 
Block, TD Bank, and Penfield Productions. 
Town Engineer Michelle Chase said those 
three easements are still being negotiated, 
but the other takings had been finalized. 

The state handled the rest of the land 
takings, 12 more in total, to address land 
needed on Main Street, Suffield Street, 
and the Rocky’s hardware store plaza on 
Springfield Street. 

Chase said all land owners are being 
compensated depending on how much 
land is being taken and the impact made 
on the land owner. Rocky's parking lot will 
lose more than 20 parking spaces as a re- 
sult of the intersection widening that will 
take place at that location, Chase said. 

The City Council was concerned about 
some of the land takings, and whether or 
not it was legal to use Chapter 90 high- 
way funding for this purpose. City Solic- 
itor Patrick Toney researched the issue, 
and determined it was an appropriate 
use of funds.

St., a strip mall owned by Dappco Realty. 

Chase said the state handled the Main 
Street and Suffield Street easements be- 
cause they are state-maintained ways. The 
town takes care of Springfield Street. 

The easements acquired by the town 
through eminent domain will be used 
for intersection and road widening, addi- 
tional utilities, and construction. Several 
of the properties that have permanent 
easements will also have temporary ease- 
ments for construction. 

Chase said some delays in the timeline 
may prevent preliminary work from hap- 
pening this fall. 

Work was originally set to begin on in- 
frastructure and utilities immediately fol- 
lowing the Big E. However, Chase said the 
bid for the project will not go out until the 
end of the month. With the time to submit 
bids, then award and conduct pre-con- 
struction meetings, work may not begin 
until next spring. 

“Unless there is a delay in the snow 
this year, said Chase. “There may not be 
enough time to start work this fall” 

The City Council's Administrative Sub- 
committee unanimously recommend- 
ed the land takings at a July 31 meeting. 
Councilor Paul Cavallo said there was no 
one who opposed the land takings, but 
some, like TD Bank, were still negotiating 
the value of the easements.

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image mapping the heat leakage 
from their home, along with an 
explanation of what it means, and 
what they can do to become more 
energy efficient. 

Using software developed at 
MIT, the ener-G-save program 
was able to identify which homes 
have the worst energy efficiency 
and is working with Mass Save-li- 
censed contractors and Co-op 
Power in Northampton to help 
identify potential improvements 
for the homeowners. 

“What happens is there's this 
very sophisticated software and 
it bundles together all sorts of 
information and then it basically 
spits out the 25 percent least effi- 
cient homes. ‘The software really 
determined which homes would 
benefit the most, explained proj- 
ect manager Uli Nagel. “[Were] 
collaborating with the contrac- 
tors and Co-op Power to help 
people maximize whatever ben- 
efits they could get from the sys- 
tem. Whether it’s wall insulation 
or something simple, it’s helping 
people really think through what 
is the best next step for them and 
finding the best financial or plan- 
ning help available.’ 

The thermal images were tak- 
en in March and April by a car 
driving on the street. After the 
images were taken, the Grin- 
spoon Foundation approached 
18 Pioneer Valley towns, and 10 
ended up partnering with them. 
They are funding the full $300,000 
cost for the project. 

“I am grateful that Agawam 
was chosen to be a part of this 
program ener-G-save that will 
benefit many of our residents at 
no cost if they choose to partic- 
ipate, said Agawam Mayor Rich- 
ard Cohen. “Energy efficiency 
is a win-win situation that has 
absolutely no negative benefits. 
Mr. Grinspoon’s foundation is 
helping our environment and 
[25,000] thermal images of sin- 
gle family homes in the Pioneer 
Valley, including Agawam, be- 
come more efficient and save the 
wasting of energy. I hope that our 
residents will be on the lookout 
for a mailing from the charitable 
foundation and take advantage 
of this program to save money 
for their family: 

Residents who do not receive 
a letter can also participate in 
the program. They can contact 
ener-G-save at Co-op Power at 
888-978-4917 or by visiting en- 
er-g-save.com, where a contact 
information form and more in- 
formation about the program is 
available.

be initiated. 

“[Co-op Power] will talk to 
them and see what the next sen- 
sible step is for that particular 
owner and that particular build- 
ing, Nagel said. “Anyone who 
would like to will get a free in- 
home assessment. The pictures 
will give you an impression of 
the home, but you need some- 
one to crawl around the attic and 
[who] can check what’s going on 
in your basement and all these 
things. They will have somebody 
visit them and that person will 
discuss with [the homeowner] 
the different options, work that 
out with you, and do the work’ 

Agawam resident Corinne 
Wingard said she will be taking 
advantage of the program re- 
gardless of whether or not she is 
one of 3,485 to receive a letter. 

“It sounds good. The idea is 
to make people aware of the op- 
portunity for potential savings, 
Wingard said. “I am going to be 
in touch with [them]. It’s been 
more than three years since my 
last energy audit. I think the best 
thing is that they re working with 
very good contractors.’ 

Harold Grinspoon launched 
this program because of his 
strong feelings on climate 
change and helping people save 
money on their monthly energy 
bill. The program is a means of 
trying to get people motivated 
and inspired to become more en- 
ergy efficient. 

“Most people every month 
in their bill pay into a fund that 
the utilities then gives back as 
an incentive, Nagel explained. 
“[Grinspoon] felt were all pay- 
ing into that and so few people 
take advantage of it, it doesn't 
make any sense. He felt urgency 
about climate change and people 
knowing that they can make use 
of these funds. This particular 
project in terms of thermal imag-

Red Door play looks at childhood Bard 


The Red Door Theatre opened last week- 
end with the fourth original play of its sum- 
mer season.

When the scenes shift to the past, the 
story follow the trials of young William 
Shakespeare, played by Matthew Tini of 
Suffield, who even at a young age brings 
a sense of pathos to the role particularly 
when engaging with girlfriend Katherine, 
played by Sage Kieselback, also of Suffield. 

The cast of 33 played multiple roles and 
brought to life Pearsons’ semi-historical 
imagining of such characters as Queen 
Elizabeth (Megan Banks-Pearsons) Anne

Xtremes topple 
Santos in finals

LUDLOW - Rachel Mick was a key member of the 
2016 Elms College women’s soccer team, which cap- 
tured the New England Collegiate Conference champi- 
onship title and earned an automatic berth in the NCAA 
Division 3 tournament. 

It marked the first time that Mick, who graduated from 
Granby High School in 2013, had won a championship 
match during her high school or collegiate soccer career. 

Mick is also a member of the Western Mass. Xtremes 
and she added another championship to her resume last 
Friday night. 

The top-seeded Xtremes built a 3-0 halftime lead and 
coasted to a 4-1 victory over the third-seeded Stephanie 
Santos Stars in the womens finals of the Pioneer Valley 
Summer Soccer League, which was held on a beautiful 
summer evening at historic Lusitano Stadium. 

“My high school soccer team lost in the Western 
Mass. finals three times. We also lost in the semifinals 
the other year, Mick said. “I finally won a championship 
title as a senior at Elms College last fall. It was the best 
way to end my college soccer career. It’s also a great feel- 
ing winning another championship game tonight. All of 
the girls on this soccer team are just like sisters to me. ” 

Following the women’s championship match, Mick, 
who was a member of the women's soccer team at 
Hartwick College as a freshman before transferring to 
Elms the following year, received the Most Valuable 
Player award trophy from longtime PVSSL Commission- 
er William Kolodziey. 

“It has been awesome having Rachel on our soccer 
team during the past two years, said Xtremes coach Vin- 
nie Bongiovanni, who began the team in 1999. “She was a 
midfielder in high school, but I transitioned her to the back 
because she's a tenacious soccer player. We really haven't 
given up very many goals this season with her back there” 

Mick, who scored a career-high four goals and had 
two assists as a senior, capped off her outstanding colle- 
giate career by playing in the New England Womens In- 
tercollegiate Soccer Association (NEWISA) Senior Bowl 
at Merrimack College last December. 

The Xtremes, who play their home matches at East 
Longmeadow High School, entered the PVSSL playoffs 
with an 11-1-1 record. They ve now won the P.VS.S.L. 
championship title six times in the past eight years. 
They lost to the Lusitano Women in the finals last year. 

“Its always nice to win a championship title, Bon- 
giovanni said. “All of the women on this team really en- 
joy playing soccer together. Theyre very respectful and 
they always listen to me.’ 

The other players listed on the Xtremes roster, who 
are from the Turley Publications coverage area, are 
Brandy Gallagher, whos from Chicopee, Molly Ser- 
ra, whos from Monson, and Ally Witaszek, whos from 
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ball, has shrunk a bit, and now only 
consists of six teams, with a few of the 
mainstays ousted. 

The AA will include Agawam, Long- 
meadow, Chicopee Comprehensive, 
Westfield, Holyoke, and Central. 

Agawam emerged as contender 
while spending time in the Suburban 
League, but the Brownies returned to 
the AA last season, and failed to qualify 
for the tournament for the first time in 
three years. 

While Central, Westfield, Long- 
meadow and Holyoke have also been 
mainstays in the AA for many years, 
Chicopee Comprehensive entered the 
conversation with increased enroll- 
ment and corresponding success in the 
past two seasons. 

The Suburban League has now been 
split up, with teams competing in either 
the Suburban South or the Suburban 
North League. 

The South League will include a num- 
ber of AA castoffs from the past couple 
of years. Minnechaug, East Longmead- 
ow, West Springfield, Northampton, and 
Putnam will be in the South. Joining them 
will be a bit of a surprise as Wahconah 
joins the group. Wahconah has always 
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been involved in a league with Berk- 
shire-area teams, and will now have all of 
its competition in the Pioneers Valley. 

Wahconah was a perennial playoff 
contender against teams like Agawam, 
Comp, and South Hadley in the old Divi- 
sion 4. 

The Suburban North League will in- 
clude a number of Berkshire teams, includ- 
ing Pittsfield, Taconic, and Hoosac Valley. 
They will mix it up with Chicopee High 
School, Commerce, and South Hadley. 

Despite the makeup of the new 
leagues, many of the teams will match 
up with teams in other leagues once the 
playoffs start. 

The revised leagues also require 
teams in the AA and Suburban to pick 
up an additional independent game 
to fill up the schedule in the first eight 
weeks of the regular season. 

The playoff format, which was ad- 
opted four years ago, will remain the 
same. Teams will play eight weeks of 
regular season. It will consist of Weeks 
1-3 with independent opponents, fol- 
lowed by league play until Week 8. 
Teams making playoffs will play in 
Weeks 9 and 10, with non-playoff games 
also taking place. Then, teams will play 
on Thanksgiving if they have a match- 
up scheduled, such as Agawam-West 
Spring field.

he curtain came down on this 

summers series of daytime 

childrens shows on the Vet- 
erans Green with a high-energy act 
that combined juggling and offbeat 
comedy. 

Jason Tardy used his more than 20 
years of experience in the perform- 
ing arts to pull off a number of out- 
rageous but carefully choreographed 
acts during his nearly hour-long Kids- 
Fest show last Wednesday morning. 
He juggled balls while hanging upside 
down inside a ladder, balanced a lad- 
der on his chin, fit his body through 
a tennis racket, balanced on a large 
yoga ball while juggling three objects: 
an axe, a mace, and — most danger- 
ous of all — a toilet plunger.

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Tardy turned up the heat for his 
final stunt. He juggled three flaming 
torches, then, to the amazement of a 
large crowd of children, swallowed 
the flames to put them out. He then 
breathed out the fire he had just 
swallowed, causing flames to leap 
from his mouth. 

While contorting and juggling, 
Tardy kept up a constant stream of 
humorous and often off-kilter ban- 
ter with his young audience.
